When  Paul  was  anxious  that  tbe  Christians -of 
Corinth  should  be  well  rounded  and  symmetrical 
in  the*r  development,  he  urged  that  they  abound 
"in  this  grace  also.”  He  commended  them  for 
their  attainment  in  certain  spiritual  gifts  and 
useful  service.  ‘‘Therefore  as  ye  abound  In  every¬ 
thing.  in  faith,  in  utterance,  in  knowledge  and 
in  all  diligence,  and  in  your  lova  to  us,  see  that 
ye  abound  inthis  grace  also.’’ 

.  It  tekee  e»«ry  department  of  work,  Just  as 
lttakes  a  balanced  ration,  to  make  ua  what  we 
ought  te  he.  No  one  of  them  ran  be  neglected 
without  a  corresponding  Injury  to  the  whole 
work,  and  to  the  one  who  fails  to  participate  in 
It.  Per  this  reason  Paul  says  (I.  Tim.  6:311  I 
charge  thee  before  God  and  tbe  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  elect  angels,  that  thou  observe 
these  things  without  preferring  one  before  an¬ 
other,  doing  nothing  by  partlllty.’’  Every  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  work  must  have  Its  due  emphasis 
and  attention  or  tbe  whole  of  it  will  suffer  loss 
and  be  slowed  down. 

To  secure  this  complete  and  Impartial  atten¬ 
tion  to  all  of  our  work,  certain  days  are  given 
to  the  study  and  advocacy  of  them  In  turn.  Ef¬ 
fort  is  made  to  acquaint  our  people  with  first  one 
and  then  another  department  of  the  whole  pro¬ 
gram.  To  Interest  and  educate  our  constituency 
the  Sunday  school  Is  one  of  our  beet  opportun¬ 
ities  and  Instruments.  It  Is  specifically  an  ed¬ 
ucational  factor  In  the  word  of  Ood  in  tbe  work 
of  the  kingdom. 

Strqng  emphasis  Is  being  put  nowadays  on 
the  purpose  to  make  education  practical,  that  is 
to  fit  people  for  doing  things  thst  are  worth 
while.  Education  Is  both  making  people  to  know 
and  fitting  them  to  do.  Mooes  was  Instructed 
in  all  the  wisdom  of  tbe  Egyptians  and  waa 
mighty  in  word  and  deed.  He  got  both  instrnction 
and  training.  His  education  waa  a  success.  It 
combined  knowing  and  doing.  Jesus’  method  waa 
similar  te  this.  In  the  theological  institute  which 
he  conducted  in  the  training  of  the  twelve,  he 
taught  them  and  he  sent  them  out  to  put  Into 
practice  what  they  learned. 

Luke  in  writing  the  Acta  of  the  Apostles 
grasped  the  significance  of  this  method  when  he 
wrote.  "The  former  treatise  have  1  made.  O 
Theophllus  of  all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and 
to  teach.”  Teaching  and  doing  must  go  hand  Id 
hand.  That  is  what  we  contemplate  la  the  special 
day  June  27th  in  the  Sunday  schools  la  behalf 
of  education. 

On  that  day  oar  people  are  to  be  made  ac¬ 
quainted  with  our  educational  institutions  sad 
p!Aas.

THE  GOBFBL'g  REVKLATIDN 


JAMES  RANDOLPH  HOBBS.  D.  D.  Pastor  First 
,  Baptist  Church,  Birmingham,  Ala. 

•  But  we  preach  Christ  cruel  fled.  unto 
Jews  «  stumbling-black,  and  unto  Oen- 
tlles  foolishness;  hot  unto  them  that 
are  called,  both  Jews  and  O reeks, 

<  Christ  the  power  of  Cod  and  the  wla- 
dom  of  God." — I  Cor.  l:SS-24. 

The  Corinth  of  the  Roman  period  was  cele¬ 
brated  for  Its  wealth-producing  opportunities, 
and  noted  for  Its  cosmopolitan  cltlxenry.  Located 
on  a  narrow  lsthmns  between  two  seas  which 
opened  Into  the  Great  Sea,  It  was  directly  in  the 
path  of  the  commerce  of  nations.  Huge  traffic 
from  both  East  and  West  found  way  through 
Its  ports  to  all  other  ports  In  either  part  of  the 
world.  Corinth  thus  became  the  great  maritime 
clearing  house  of  those  ancient  times;  and  as 
was  natural  to  be  supposed,  such  Immense  traf¬ 
fic  produced  magnificent  opportulHes  In  every 
line  of  human  efadeavor,  and  these  In  turn  at¬ 
tracted  men  from  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Hence 
It  was  that  Gauls  from  France  and  Spain  Jostled 
Jews  from  Jerusa’em  and  Joppa;  Oreeha  from 
Athena  matched  trade-wlti  with  erstwhile  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Imperial  City  iteeif:  bewblakered 
and  bushy-beaded  slavei  regarded  with  curiosity 
swarthy  denizens  of  Southern  deserts,  while  the 
ever-increasing  throng  numbered  men  of  every 
grade  of  Intellect,  of  every  type  of  personal  ap¬ 
pearance.  of  every  stratum  of  social  standing, 
from  the  blind  beggar  on  the  street  corners  to 
the  rich  household  mistress  In  her  mansion  of 
marble. 

Corinth,  though  Important  aa  a  commercial 
center,  and  though  displaying  many  of  the  ad¬ 
vantages  and  attractions  of  weslth,  was  yet  a 
Babel  of  tongues,  a  conglomeration  of  Ignorance 
and  culture,  a  hodge-podge  of  piety  and  Infidel¬ 
ity;  an  ancient  Constantinople;  while  her  cltltens 
had  little  In  common  save  the  desire  for  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  wealth. 

Thla  was  the  city  Into  which  Paul,  the-great 
missionary  apostle,  came,  tremendously  sealous 
for  his  wonderful  message — the  Gospel.  No  or¬ 
dinary  Individual  was  this  man  Paul.  He  waa  by 
birth  both  a  Hebrew,  a  Roman  citizen  and  an 
heir  to  wealth.  Hts  Hebrew  parentage  gave  him 
the  marvelous  Instinct  for  religion  characteristic 
of  the  ancient  Jew;  his  Roman  clttienahtp  gave 
him  opportunities  for  culture  as  broad  aa  the 
best  of  those  times,  and  hla  heritage,  of  wealth 
enabled  him  to  take  advantage  uf  all  learning, 
both  aacred  and  profane.  In  his  day. 

Paul  thus  became  a  man  of  great  learning — 
a  learning  embracing  a  working  knowledge  of  all 
aclene  and  letters,  of  all  Hebrew  law  and  doc¬ 
trine.  In  addition  to  his  wonderful  Intellectual 
capacity  and  hts  marvelous  mental  attainment, 
Paul  was  characterized  by  traits  of  character  of 
outstanding  prominence:  He  waa  zealous  and 
tactful.  Industrious  and  persistent.  He  gave 
early  evidence  of  hts  zeal  when  he  sought  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  religion  of  Christ,  and  now  that  he 
had  met  the  Matter  Himself,  that  zeal  had  be¬ 
come  consecrated  to  the  task  of  furthering  the 
Master's  cause.  And  thus  with  zeal  Incomparable, 
with  tact  unsurpassed.'  with  Industry  that  was 
simply  prodigious  and  with  petoditence  almost 
divine  did  he  essay  lha  task  of  establishing  a 
church  In  Corinth  and  with  a  success  such  as 
ran  attend  only  the  work  of  so  great  a  man. 

The  tezt  tells  us  how  It  was  done.  "We  preach 
Chrlat  erndfled. "  The  language  Is  emphatic — 
the  word  "preach"  Is  eapeelsfly  emphatic. 
Preaching  Is  an  Institute  of  the  gospel.  As  an 
activity  It  Is  unknown  elsewhere  for  the  very 
obvious  reason  that  nothing  but  the  gospel  can 
be  preaehed.  And  at  nothiag  but  the  goapel  can 
be  preaehed.  so  thdre  Is  nothing  that  can  be 
done  with  the  gospel  but  preach  It.  We  can 
neither  preach  the  law,  nor  science,  nor  any 
other  thing  of  human  Invention.  The 


for  they  are  but  the  changing  statements  of 
men’s  learning  and  experience.  They  do  pet  be¬ 
long  to  the  Immutable  and  ultimate.  The  gospel 
doee.  It  will  admit  no  possibility  of  change,  mad 
proclaims  itself  by  its  power  to  be  complete 
even  In  its  smallest  detail,  and  also  In  the  mag¬ 
nificence  of  Its  purpose. 

In  Its  naked  essence,  the  gospel  Is  a  fact  ef 
God  s  doing,  a  sort  of  dlvlns  datum,  the  salva¬ 
tion  provided,  stored  sad  offend  In  the  person 
of  the  Sartor.  It  la  In  fact  a  series  of  facta  cou- 
cernlng  the  death,  resurrection  and  ascension  of 
Jeius  Christ,  the  central  one  of  which  Is  the 
crucifixion,  and  as  such  it  Is  ts  be  asserted,  de¬ 
flated,  published — preached  to  the  enda  of  the 
earth. 

The  precept  of  Jesus  .  the  example  of  Paul 
and  the  experience  of  ounelves  declare  that 
preaching  la  the  only  proper  exercise  of  the 
church,  and  the  atoning  death  of  Jesus  Its  only 
proper  subject.  It  la  plain  preaching  It  la  true; 
It  Is  not  always  fascinating  or  popular,  but  upon 
Its  faithful  utterance  depends  the  salvation  ef 
s?v!s  and  the  ongoing  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
This,  be  It  said.  Is  one  of  the  distinguishing 
marks  of  Southern  Baptists.  In  their  history 
they  have  much  of  which  to  be  proud,  but  In  no 
single  thing  have  they  such  reason  for  pride 
os  In  the  fact  that  they  hare  always  exalted 
Christ  crucified  In  their  preaching'.  And  hart  la 
the  secret  of  their  marvelous  growth  la  numbers. 
In  power  and  In  Influence.  Let  them  continue 
so  to  do.  resolving  that  in  their  hands  the  truth 
shall  never  suffer  and  God  will  use  them  to  light 
upthe  world  and  point  the  way  back  to  happi¬ 
ness  and  holiness,  to  Paradise  aad  Qod. 

When  Pam  had  determlaed  ta  know  nothing 
In  Corinth  but  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  and 
had  begun  his  faithful  ministry,  ho  found  that 
his  preaching  produced  an  effect  both  Interest¬ 
ing  and  peculiar,  not  to  say  astounding.  It  was 
that  his  preaching,  so  to  speak,  created  a  tri¬ 
angle,  Jews  standing  on  one  point,  Greeks  on 
another,  and  "the  called"  on  the  other.  Now 
upon  each  of  the  principals  the  preaching  of 
Christ  crucified  produced  a  widely  different  yet 
none  the  less  derinte  effect.  To  the  Jew,  Christ 
crucified  was  a  stumbling-block,  to  the  Greeks 
He  was  foolishness,  while  to  “the  called"  He 
was  "Chrlat  the  power  of  God  and  the  wisdom 
of  God."  It  la  little  abort  of  amaxlng  that  preach¬ 
ing  rouM  prodace  such  widely  different  results, 
even  upon  men  belonging  to  different  national¬ 
ities.  But  when  we  note  the  same  effects  pro¬ 
duced  upon  men  of  the  same  nationality,  we  are 
amated  indeed.  And  that  le  what  took  place  In 
Corinth.  There  were  many  nations  Utica  repre¬ 
sented  there,  bat  Pawl  speaks  of  but  two;  and 
one  other  class  which  doubtless  comprehended 
men  of  every  nanonalltv.  This  may  seem  strange, 
yet  when  the  types  given  here  are  carefully  eoa- 
sldered  It  will  be  found  that  Paal’s  Judgement 
was  correct  and  that  these  ancient  classes  may 
find  their  counterparts  In  the  men  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  day. 

Before  proreedlng*Turther  two  things  must  be 
noted.  First,  Paul  could  have  used  other  methods 
than  those  he  did  use,  In  the  presentation  of 
hie  message.  He  was  not  bonnd  by  limitations 
aa  te  culture  or  familiarity  with  the  people  aad 
their  customs.  He  might  have  discoursed  on  the 
law  and  the  prophets,  revealing  the  relation  of 
law  and  grace,  and  pontlng  out  the  definite  ful¬ 
fillment  of  Hebrew  prophecy  in  the  person  ef 
Chrlat.  But  to  have  done  ao  would  have  restrict¬ 
ed  his  hearers  to  one  clam  only,  aad  that  a  hos¬ 
tile  one.  He  might  hove  prepared  and  dellvnred 
eloquent  dissertations  on  debated  points  In  phil¬ 
osophy.  employ  the  technical  terms  common  te 
eneb  discussions,  and  be  might  have  sought  to 
ill  us  tarts  the  message  of  the  gospel,  in  this

clam  exclusively.  #r  to  one  class  now  and  an¬ 
other  class  at  still  another  time,  ft  was  Paul's 
■Kthod  to  present  hla  message  so  aa  to  proevm 
a  hearing  for  It  without  referent*  or  appeal  to 
class  This  method  alone  la  bis  Jddgmeot  would 
procure  the  largest  hearing.  It  did  and  U  always 
will. 

The  sedoad  thing  to  he  hotod  la  that  It  ro- 
q aired  the  preaching  of  Christ  cr^lfiad  to  dis¬ 
cover.  or  diadoa«.  or  manifest  tbs  third  class  or 
principal  named,  "the  called."  The  Jew  as  ana 
was  easy  of  recognition.  Hla  dross,  hla  manner, 
bin  countenance  and  hts  re'tgtous  peculiarities 
proclaimed  him.  The  Greek  waa  also  easy  of  rec¬ 
ognition  ;  that  he  was  not  a  Jew  was  enough.  But 
aa  a  Greek  be  was  as  Individualistic  as  any  Jew. 
Not  so  with  "the  called.**  Who  could  point  them 
oat?  they  were  not  a  separate  and  distinctive 
nationality,  nor  were  their  members  recruited 
from  spy  one  nationality  They  were  of  alt 
nationalities,  aad  of  all  climes  of  every  national¬ 
ity.  Some  were  Jewa  and  some  were  Oreeke  aad 
some  were  Barbarians.  Then  who  was  able  te 
separate  them  from  the  herd  or  the  host?  Paul 
himself  with  hla  sharp  discernment  could  not. 
And  if  he  could  not  what  reason  have  we  to 
suppose  that  any  other  could.  The  only  expedi¬ 
ent  simple  enough  was  ths  preaching  of  Christ 
erndfled  to  the  assembled  throngs  or  to  the 
eager  few.  When  this  was  done  there  wen 
who  believed  what  Paul  preached.  They 
nixed  In  this  Christ  crucified  the  embodiment 
of  divine  wisdom  and  the  world's  most  wendsr- 
ful  revelation  of  divine  power.  To  them  Christ 
crucified  became  Christ  the  power  of  God  aad 
the  wisdom  of  God.  They  believed  In  Jeans  aad 
wera  saved.  These  were  "the  called." 

These  facts  constitute  a  vigorous  and  un¬ 
answerable  argument  la  favor  of  pmnehtag  the 
gospel  In  its  purity  and  simplicity.  The  greatest 
apostle  conld  have  preached  something  also,  but 
did  not  because  the  results  he  was  seeking  roalg 
not  be  procured  that  way.  What  aa  adaoalttoa 
Is  this  to  the  modern  preacher  who  to  tempted 
to  turn  from  the  proclamation  of  tka  old.  old 
story  to  a  discussion  of  themm  of  strictly  mod¬ 
ern  Interest,  f  he  would  seek  to  entertain,  Ink 
him  lecture.  If  he  ceres;  hot  If  he  would  bn  n 
part  of  that  wnrld-wlda  movement,  unt  vernal 
as  to  time  aad  place  aad  a  at  lens,  the  discover- 
ing  of  "the  culled,"  the  saving  ef  the  last,  lot 
him  avoid  as  bs  would  ths  svll  ons  himself,  the 
temptation  to  preach  anything  bat  Chrlat  cruci¬ 
fied. 

Returning  now  to  the  consideration  of  one 
of  the  peculiar  effects  the  preaching  ef  Christ 
crucified  had  on  the  classes  already  referred  te, 
we  discover  an  Interesting  fhri;  H  to  that  what 
Christ  crucified  was  not  to  the  Jew  on  mm 
and  the  Greek  on  the  other,  that  He  was  la  both 
Instances  to  "the  called."  The  Jew.  asking  for 
signs,  rerpjved  what  waa  to  Mm  merely  s  stumb¬ 
ling-block  The  Oreek,  seeking  for  wisdom,  finds 
what  Is  to  him  foolishness.  But  to  "the  celled  ' 
Chrlat  crucified  to  the  most  wonderful  sign  ever 
given  the  world,  also.  He  to  the  most  extra- 
ordtanry  display  of  wisdom  ever  enjoyed  by  the 
world  There  to  a  remarkable  contract  here,  aad 
It  remains  for  ns  to  lodk  at  the  text  from  that 
angle. 

Thu  pert  of  the  lex*:  "Christ  the  power  of 
God  and  the  wisdom  of  God  suggest  three  potuta.

>ur  fplth  does  add  t*ha  hold  of  them  as  truths 
mot  vary  ew«.A»»*|S  sender  that  where  they 


some  will  rise  up  to  question  the  resurrection 
or  minimise  the  cross  of  Christ.  But  the  Joy 
bringing  valua  of  these  truths,  th  hope  they 
Inspire  in  ua  will  ha  aeen  to  batter  advantage 
when  we  compare  our  lives  with  those  who 
have  no  knowledge  of  God.  The  heathen  are 
without  God  and  without  hops  in  the  world. 

‘  Their  llvea  are  without  color  or  radiance  or  up¬ 
lifting  motive.  The  Joylessness  Of  these  lands  la 
.what  oppresses  the  heart  of  the  missionary. 
Isaiah  well  describes  it  where  he  says.  Darkness 
shall  cover  tha  land  and  gross  darkness  tha 
peoples."  Not  only  la  a  tomb  tha  and  of  Ilfs, 
but  those  without  the  Christian  hope  live  In  a 
ray  less  tomb  even  now.  A  tew  days  spent  in  a 
Jewish  home  revealed  to  ua  hew  utterly  without 
‘hope  of  future  these  people  are.  Their  purpose 
la  to  make  the  most  of  this  Ufa.  aa  to  the  other 
Ufa  they  have  no  cartel  nexpectatlon :  *  Let  ua 
eat.  drink  and  ha  merry  L’or  tomorrow  we  die." 
The  hereafter  to  them  is  a  mere  adventure  and 
guess. 

It  ought  not  to  go  unobserved  that  tha  Chris¬ 
tian  hope  so  often  and  ao  prominently  spoken  of 
has  reference  mainly  not  to  this  world  but  to 
tha  world  to  come.  The  hope  of  the  resurrection 
the  Hope  of  Christ’s  return,  the  hope  of  glory, 
the  perfection  to  be  attained  In  heaven,  the 
bllas  we  are  to  have  at  the  right  hand  of  Ood. 
thaae  are  the  lights  that  thine  from  the  end  of 
the  pathway  and  make  all  the  route  radiant.  Too 
mnch  is  tha  other  world  discounted  today  even 
by  Christians  in  favor  of  this  present  age.  Wa 
era  too  busy  to  look  up.  to  much  engaged  to  look 
ahead. 

To  be  anre  there  may  be  another  extreme  like 
that  of  tha  Thassalonlant  who  had  lost  Interest 
In  work  because  they  ware  looking  for  the  early 
return  of  the  Lord.  But  our  generation  Is  hardly 
subject  to  that  danger.  Ours  is  tha  danger  of 
taking  the  Joy  out  of  life  by  cultivating  no  hope 
for  the  future,  but  devoting  ourselves  to  present 
relief.  Our  religion  will  be  most  attractive  to 
others  when  the  Joyousneea  of  hope  returns  In 
fulness  Into  onr  llvea.  W’e  will  not  attract  people 
to  tha  Lord  or  the  truth  by  satisfying  merely  a 
temporary  demand  for  relief,  by  improvement  in 
outward  condltiona.  Man  Is  not  a  crature  of  a 
day.  He  la  a  pilgrim  to  eternity.  He  has  either 
the  hope  of  the  glory  of  God.  or  a  fearful  expec¬ 
tation  of  Judgment.  If  we  shut  out  this  element 
of  hope  from  our  llvea  we  shut  out  most  of  the 
Joy  of  life.  If  we  lack  the  Joy  we  cannot  give  It 
to  others  nor  attract  them  to  onr  faith.  The  Joy 
of  the  Lord  la  onr  strength.  We  win  win  when 
the  windows  open  out  on  heaved.  It  la  the  breath 
from  tha  celestial  hills  that  awakens  Ufa  In  ns  I , 
and  In  ethers.

However  the 
suggestion  of  these  Mobile  pastors  that  the  letter 
should  Indicate  what  forma  of  servic#  the  mem¬ 
ber  has  been  In  the  habit  of  renderlag  U  a  good 
one. 

Recently  one  of  the  daily  papers  carried  the 
following  dispatch  from  Chicago:  "Possibility  of 
a  withdrawal  of  the  Northern  Baptist  church 
from  the  Interchurch  W’orld  movement  was  con¬ 
tained  in  a  statement  made  by  the  general  board 
of  promotions  of  the  church.  The  statement  said 
organic  nnlon  of  Protestant  churches,  "toward 
which  the  Interchurch  World  movement  seems 
to  be  tending."  was  opposed  by  the  Baptist 
church..  "If  any  organic  union  of  the  evangel¬ 
ical  denominations  should  be  formed."  the  state¬ 
ment  said,  ’It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the 
Baptist  church  will  be  found  outside  of  It.” 

Catholic*  are  straining  every  energy  to  -free 
Ireland  from  what  they  call  the  thralldom  of 
England.  It  win  be  well  to  remember  la  tills 
connection  that  tha  Roman  Catholic  Pope  Had¬ 
rian  IV.,  lu  1155,  gave  Ireland  to  Henry  II.,  on 
condition  that  n  tax  on  every  house  in  Ireland 
should  be  paid  to  the  Papa,  This  grant  was  ex¬ 
plicitly  confirmed  by  Pope  Alexander  m.,  In  n 
series  of  bulls  congratulating  King  Henry  on 
having  "so  wonderfully  and  magnificently  tri¬ 
umphed  over  the  Irish  people,"  and  denouncing 
the  Irish  for  "anormltles  and  vice*  and  foulness 
of  abominations." 

In  ten  years  the  Roman  Catholics  gained  ten 
and  three-fifth*  per  cent,  while  the  Preteatant 
churches  gained  twenty-three  an  dtwo-fifths  per 
cent.  The  Baptist  gained  twenty-elx  end  one-fifth 
per  -rent.;  the  Disciples  twenty-four  and  four- 
fifths  per  cent.;  Presbyterians  twenty-three  and 
one-fifth  per  cent.!  the  Methodists  and  Episco¬ 
palians  twenty-three  and  one-fifth  per  cent.;  the 
Congregation* lists  and  Lutherans  thirteen  per 
cent.

This  wisdom  in  salvation  is  brought  out  in  no 
aspect  more  strikingly  than  In  the  hsrmony 
which  It  has  established  among  what  appeared 
conflicting  attributes.  Here  Is  nothing  like  the 
prophet’s  graphic  picture  of  a  city  where  char¬ 
iots  Jostle  each  other  on  the  streets;  nor  like 
the  discordant  controversies  of  tbe  many  con- 
,  tending  schools  ot  philosophy.  There  is  a  bar- 
money  of  celestial  bodies  where  wondrous  order 
prevails  in  the  silent  heavens;  there  Is  harmony 
of  terrestial  bodies  where  sll  sounds  may  be  forc¬ 
ed  to  contribute  to  tbe  making  of  music  which 
terrestial  bodies  wheer  sll  sounds  may  be  forced 
to  contribute  to  the  making  of  music  which 
charms  and  soothes.  These  alike  are  the  works 
of  God;  yet  In  the  harmony  mentioned  among 
the  attitudes  of  God,  the  plan  of  redemption 
represents  (he  highest  attainments  of  divine 
wisdom.  There  is  one  fact  which  establishes  this 
ebyond  cavil  or  donbt.  It  Is  this:  Man  with  hla 
most  tremendous  Interest  at  stake — the  destiny 
of  hts  soul — in  circumstances  pre-eminently  cal¬ 
culated  to  sharpen  hts  wits  and  magnify  his  In¬ 
genuity,  never,  in  all  bis  efforts,  sporadic  or  sus¬ 
tained,  to  find  the  thing  he  needed,  even  so  much 
as  guessed  at  the  only  possible  way  of  salvation. 

"The  mystery  of  Godliness — Ood  manifest  in 
the  flesh — s  daysman  each  as  tbe  patriarch  de¬ 
sired,  with  the  right  hand  of  divinity  to  lay  on 
God.  and  the  left  hand  of  humanity  to  lay  on 
man,  and  thus  the  fellow  and  friend  of  both,  to 
reconcile;  In  short  a  man  to  suffer  and  A  God 
to  satisfy,  this  was  a  thought  which  it  never 
entered  the  mind  of  man  to  conceive.  Wa  find 
nothing  to  correspond  to  this  In  the  creeds  and 
religions  of  the  heathen  world.  There  every  way 
but  the  right  way  is  demonstrated.  The  sinner 
seeks  by  his  own  feeble  efforts  to  accomplish  his 
salvation;  one  time  he  tries  the  merits  of  costly 
sacrifices  In  magnificent  temples;  another  time 
he  flings  the  child  of  his  own  flesh  td  the  raven¬ 
ous  crocodile;  and  when  he  finds  these  and  all 
else  futile,  he  submits  himself  to  the  wheels  of 
Juggernaut  la  the  vain  hope  that  the  blood  of 
his  body  will  expiate  tbe  guflt  of  his  soul.  These 
and  countless  others  were  the  vain  and  empty 
hopes  of  men.  There  never  entered  Into  other 
mind  than  God's  a  plan  by  which  tender  mercy 
might  be  espoused  to  stern  Justice,  and  Ood  in 
the  lustre  of  untarnished  holiness,  and  In  the 
majestly  of  vindicated  law,  might  appear  as  he 
appears  In  Jesus,  the  "Just  and  yet  the  Justlfler 
of  the  ungodly." 

Therefore  the  wisdom  of  God  takes  rightful 
precedence  over  all  human  learning,  experience  i 
and  letters.  But  the  question  may  be  raised:  Is  i 
this  precedence  fully  and  universally  accorded  It  I 
by  our  churches  and  our  preachers  In  these  our 
times?  I

Among  them 
t  theer  Is  an  Idolatry  of  Intellect  mors  dangerous 
than  that  of  tbe  Greek,  because  more  widespread 
t  and  because  found  te  more  Influential  places. 
I  It  te  to  be  noted  In  every  human  activity,  not 
excepting  those  activities  within  the  sacred  pre- 
i  etnets  of  the  church  Itself.  Indeed,  human  wis- 

1  dom  reversing  the  neutral  order  of  things  and 

assuming  precedence  over  that  which  is  divine, 
calling  Into  question  Bible  narrative  and  pro¬ 
clamation,  has  gone  so  far  even  as  to  attempt 
the  uprooting  of  all  the  landmarks  of  faith. 

The  evil  one  has  organised  a  conspiracy  to 
strengthen  this  Idolatry  of  intellect  and  It  num¬ 
bers  among  Us  supporters  men  of  every  class, 
profession  and  avocation.  It  would  have  men 
everywhere  believe  that  brain  is  king  of  the 
world;  that  great  thinkers  are  the  sole  archi¬ 
tect*  of  civilization ;  that  science  is  the  only  prov¬ 
idence  of  the  future;  and  that  God  Himself  Is 
simply  Infinite  brain,  an  eternal  logic  meter, 
cold  as  steel,  simply  generating  and  executing 
Immutable  and  mercllesa  laws  to  govern  the  uni¬ 
verse  apd  mankind.  But  how  contrary  to  all  di¬ 
vine  tact  la  this.  Tbe  world  ruler  is  not  a  ma¬ 
chine  nor  yet  simply  Infinite  Intellect  God  is 
love — a  great  heart.  tHe  holy  passions  of  which 
rise  superior  to  all  law  and  all  sin  and  sll  death, 
bringing  hope  to  despairing,  devasted  and  de¬ 
sponding  mankind  everywhere. 

Let  no  man  Imagine  the  foregoing  words  are 
the  cry  of  an  alarmist  and  one  without  founda¬ 
tion  in  fact.  Here  Is  our  worst  enemy,  and  he 
stalks  within  our  own  gats*.  I  quote  from  an 
editorial  appearing  In  one  of  the  most  Iragely 
circulated  Southern  dallies  within  the  last  month 
(Memphis  Commercial  Appeal,  April  1*.  1920): 

"America  has  from  tbe  beginning  of  Its  history 
claimed  to  be  a  Christian  nation,  the  Supreme 
Court  on  more  than  one  occasion  having  formally 
decided  that  Christianity  is  a  part  of  the  com¬ 
mon  law  of  the  land.  But  to  one  whose  percep¬ 
tions  are  developed  to  n  moderate  degree  even,  It 
Is  apparent  that  If  It  ever  entitled  to  such  a 
designation,  it  Is  no  longer  so.  The  fact  is  too 
patent  to  need  any  argument.  ^ 

“Christianity  has  unquestionably  been  the 
greatest  civilizing  Influence  the  world  has 
known,  and  for  that  reason,  if  no  other,  it  de¬ 
serves  to  be  respected  by  all  men.  The  church 
la  the  mother  of  education;  and  she  has  forged 
the  weapons  which  her  own  children  have  fin¬ 
ally  plunged  into  her  heart. 

"Within  recent  years  one  of  the  leading  mag¬ 
azine  writers  conducted  a  personal  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  instruction  given  in  a  number  of  tbe 
leading  colleges  and  the  universities  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  he  published  the  result  under  ths 
striking  title  ‘Blasting  the  Rock  of  Ages,'  alleg¬ 
ing  that  without  exception  those  Institutions 
were  assailing  the  Bible  and  much  that  has 
hitherto  been  regarded  as  fundamental  In  Chris¬ 
tian  doctrine.  So  far  as  known,  not  a  single  note 
of  denial  has  been  heard. 

"The  creeds  of  the  various  Christian  denomi¬ 
nations  are  one  or  the  chief  points  of  attack. 
Those  great  confessions,  wrought  out  In  the  ei- 
perlenco  of  the  fathers,  presumably  under  divine 
guidance,  are  the  mist  friendiess  things  In  the 
world.  Yet  many  of  those  who  openly  attack  and 
float  them  took  vows  more  solemn  than  any 
secular  oath  to  defend  and  maintain  them.  Hand 
one  of  the  oerjured  gentlemen  a  copy  of  a  cree.l 
and  request  him  to  point  out  its  errors  and  he 
becomes  covered  with  confusion. 

"One  of  the  modern  developments  Is  to  decry 
the  chnrcb  and  exalt  the  kingdom  of  Ood,  the 
latter  to  be  Imposed  upon  the  world  enmaase, 
despite  the  fact  that  Jesus  Christ,  whose  example 
and  precepts  it  Is  claimed  are  to  be  followed, 
Himself  said  of  the  kingdom  of  Ood  that  ‘it  1* 
like  leaven  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  la 
three  measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leav¬ 
ened.’  Even  an  Ignorant  person  knows  that 
leaven  transforms  one  particle  Of  meal  at  a 
time;  and  the  Savior  hi  His  own  ministry  gath¬ 
ered  His  follower*  one  by  one. 

“The  claim  Is  pressed  In  this  new  day  that 
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ChrUt  at  the  power  of  Qo4  to  **the  called*' 
What  an  awful  responsibility,  therefore,  do  »tron«  contrast  with  the  effect  of  the  nreac 
those  religions  leaders  assume  who  loosen  and 
undermine  the  foundations  of  the  Christian  faith! 

We  would  not  fetter. the  mind  of  any  man,  but 
proof  of  the  most  convincing  character,  and  not 
speculation  should  he  adduced  before  Christian¬ 
ity  Is  sent  to  the  scrap-heap  along  with  the  re¬ 
ligions  of  the  past. 

•  The  great  Bishop  Hose,  whose  erudition  was 
as  genuine  as  his  spirit  was  dauntless,  after 
listening  to  a  logomachy  of  specu'ation  in  an 
ecclesiastical  assembly  closed  a  great  defense  of 
Christian  doctrine  with  the  following  dramatic 
quotation:  'They  have  taken  away  my  Lord,  and 
J  know  not  where  they  have  laid  Him.’  ” 

And  that  ia  the  way  the  whole  matter  Im¬ 
presses  a  great  editor.  It  ought  to  give  pause  to 
every  thinking  Chritslan  and  rise  to  definite 
effort  to  combat  this  the  most  subtle  consplrar- 
cy  Satan  has  yet  promulgated. 

Now  when  we  are  Informed  of  this  attitude  of 
the  world  at  large,  and  of  many  woh  call  them¬ 
selves  Christians,  and  are  fully  apprised  also 
of  the  wisdom  of  God  in  its  manifold  manifes¬ 
tations,  what  shall  be  our  attitude?  Shall  we 
turn  from  the  precept  of  Chriat  and  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  Paul  to  court  the  favor  of  an  apostate 
world  by  lecturing  on  themes  of  present  but  pass¬ 
ing  interest,  or  shall  we  turn  to  an  apology  for 
what  we  preach,  addressed  In  terms  of  pblloso- 
pry  and  argued  In  terms  of  logic,  or,  shall  we 
preach  the  simple  gospel  and  leave  all  other  Is¬ 
sues  and  considerations  to  care  of  themselvM? 

There  may  be  earthly  fame  and  mundene 
merit  in  a;  great  reputation  for  scholarship — a 
scholarship  which  calls  into  question  much  that 
constitutes  the  bed  rock  foundations  of*  our 
faith;  credit  may  be  due  the  astute  observer, 
who  is  able,’  to  discriminate  between  the  true  and 
the  false,  as  he  sees  it  In  the  inspired  Word  of 
God;  there  may  be  satisfaction  to  the  eloquent 
one.  who  proclaims  to  throngs — throngs  that 
hang  on  the  wonders  of  his  wisdom,  and  the 
beauty  and  rhythm  of  his  speech;  but  as  for  me, 
wheh  that  greet  day  of  accounting  shall  arrive  1 
and  we  shall  all  stand  up  to  tell  of  ourselves  and 
our  works.  1  would  rather  be  able  to  say,  1  have 
imitated  the  example  of  the  man  who  saw  Jeans 
in  the  way  of  Damascus  and  I  was  not  ashamed 
of  the  gospel,  for  it  was  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one^  that  belleveth. 

We  turn  now  to  the  consideration  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  power  of  God.  This  revelation  of 
Chriat  covers  a  period  beginning  with  the  first 
creative  act  and  extending  until  now.  His  powor 
is  universal  as  fo  time.  The  fourth  gospel  tells 
us  that  Jesus  was  the  sole  agant  of  God  in  the 
creation,  for,  “without  Him  was  not  anything 
made  that  was  made.”  Even  a  superfical  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  evidence  will  reveal  to  any  unpre¬ 
judiced  mind  the  glory  of  God's  power  as  thus 
revealed  in  His  Son.  But  the  revelation  of  the 
Son  in  an  earthly  career,  with  Intent  to  save,  is 
a  more  exalted  sort  of  power.  Making  worlds, 
establishing  their  courses,  peopling  them  with 
every  manner  of  plant  and  animal  life  was,  in 
the  creation  the  only  task  of  divine  power. 

It  was  a  great  task,  but  in  this  new  revelation 
a  greater  taak  is  undertaken.  God  enters  In  Hit

Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  11.— Object 

'  The  object  ot  this  organisation  ahall  be  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Baptist  State  convention  along 
all  missionary,  benevolent  and  educational  linen: 

First — By  *nll«ting  the  women  and  young 
people  In  the  atudy  of  missions,  by  the  dissemi¬ 
nation  of  missionary  literature,  and  hr  develop¬ 
ing  the  missionary  spirit. 

Second — By  organizing  the  W.  M.  U.  In  the 
Churches. 

Third— By  soliciting  the  systematic  giving  of 
money  to  the  support  of  denominational  enter¬ 
prises. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officer* 

Section  I. — The  officer*  shall  be  President, 
alx  Vlce-Prealdents.  one  from  each  of  the  six 
district*  of  the  state.  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Recording  Secretary.  Young  People'*  Leader, 
College  Correspondent.  Personal  Service  Leader, 
Mission  Study  Leader.

Section  2. — Election — All  the  foregoing  of¬

The  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  two-

If  the  Bmount  is  not  sent 
through  this  office,  then  we  cannot  give  the  church  credit  for  it, 
as  all  amounts  to  be  credited  to  the  churches  on  our  books  must 
come  through  this  office. 


Just  as  soon  a/ter  the  first  of  the  month  as  possible  we  divide 
the  funds  received  between  the  objects  participating  in  the  cam¬ 
paign  and  mail  out  checks  to  each  object.  That  is  the  reason  we 
are  anxious  to  have  every  Treasurer  send  in  the  amounts  receiv¬ 
ed  during  the  month  before  the  first  if  possible. 


Church  Treasurers  should  send  out  statements  at  least  quar¬ 
terly  to  every  subscriber  showing  the  exact  standing  of  that  sub¬ 
scriber.  There  are  three  or  four  reasons  why  this  should  be 
done:  (1)  there  will  be  constant  moving  of  subscribers  from  one 
place  to  another  and  these  moves  cannot  be  kept  up  with  un¬ 
less  the  Treasurer  keeps  in  touch  wit  hthe  subscriber;  (2)  it  will 
enable  the  Treasurer  to  correct  any  mistake  he  might  have  made 
in  the  entry  of  payments  while  it  is  yet  fresh;  (3)  every  sub¬ 
scriber  has  a  right  to  know  how  he  stands  on  the  denominational 
ledger  and  he  cannot  know  unless  the  record  is  given  him;  (4) 
by  keeping  the  matter  before  the  people  it  will  be  easier  to  collect 
those  pledges  than  it  will  be  otherwise;  (5)  many  subscriptions 
were  made  payable  monthly  and  if  these  subscriptions  are  allow¬ 
ed  to  run  on  and  pile  up  the  ones  who  made  them  will  find  them 
difficult  to  pay.  A  church  has  no  right  to  allow  its  members  to 
lapse  in  their  promises.  Let  the  ehureh  fulfill  its  duty  to  its 
members  and  these  promises  will  be  collected,  otherwise  many  of 
them  will  not  be  paid.

uur  collections  are  running  gfar  behind.  We  should  re¬ 
ceive  an  average  of  $70,159.93  per  month.  For  May  and  up  to 
June  12th,  the  date  of  this  writing,  we  have  received  only  $35,- 
313.96.  This  shows  a  deficit  from  the  first  of  May  of  $65,925.93. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  our  receipts  have  fallen  down : 
( 1 )  the  pastors  and  people  got  the  impression  that  since  one  fifth 
of  the  amount  we  were  asked  for  had  been  raised,  therefore  we 
did  not  have  to  give  any  more  until  d«4  ccember;  (2)  the 
chnrehes  have  not  been  giving  the  emphasis  to  collection  that 
they  should  give.
